thp frontiers of northern and north 
eastern Albania and consequently the 
eity of .Sclitari must be evacuated witl 
the briefest possible delay and must be 
handed over to the European powers 
represented by the commandiints of the 
international nnval forces lying before 
the Montenegrin conjt.

cold water, in which put n teaspoon of 
salt. This draws out. the blood. Allow 
to remain one-half hour, drain nnd wipe 
dry. 
Cut strips of salt pork a finger 


long and about a quarter of an inch 
thick, cut holes in each slice of liver 
with n.slnrp-pointcd knife and stick in 
these boles the slices of pork. Let them 
stick nut each side an equal distance. 
When they are all "larded" put them in- 
to a warm skillet. Set over the fire nnd 
fry very slowly for five minutes. Turn 
each liver slice and fry again. 
If it 


cooks'too fast it becomes hard'and in- 
digestible. 
Fry again for ten minutes 


so as to K'TC even' part of the liver 
equal heat 
Twenty-five minutes is 


about the time required for cooking it. 
Take up each piece, draining grease. If 
you dcsira gravy put the skillet back 
over the fire with two tablespoons of the 
drippings and add two tablespoons of 
drv flour. Stir rapidly to keep from 
scorching and keep stirring until every 
himp has disappeared.

sent." 


"Christian Scientists take the Master 


at his wcrd, and maintain that we are 
nt liberty, if we follow the rule He has 
given us to pass through the portals of 
blind belief ami of faith itself, and en- 
ter the temple spiritual of understand- 
ing, that we may not only believe in 
God, and have faith in Him, but that 
•we may know Him, and begin now to 
understand Him, and have a demonstra- 
ble understanding of His law.

Probably at no time in the history of 


the world has the new displaced tho old 
with such startling rapidity. A survey 
of world conditions today reveals the 
fact that 
.explorations, 
projects and 


hopes which have long stimulated the 
imagination of mankind have become ac- 
complished facts in our own day. With- 
in a few years has come to pass the ful- 
filment of centuries of desire. A final 
conquest of the earth, the sea and the 
air is in progress. 
Portions of the 


earth's surface which a short time ago 
were left blank on the map now are 
marked by accurate surveys. The bot- 
tom of the, sea is being explored and 
the ocean currents are traced across the 
deep from continent to continent. ^ The 
air, which has so long baffled man's at- 
tempt at conquest, is now being navi- 
gatsd. Today man can not only trans- 
port himself, with ever increasing rapid- 
ity, across the earth and the sea, but 
also through the air.

in his business, in Ins individual u'Tjiirs 
and in hi;-< participation in the uH'airs of 
the nation, but it exerts a henelirial of- 
feet upun the physical condition of men, 
women and children. and heals sickness 
as well us sin and sorrow. 


Let us then consider some of these 


definitions of Hud as given in the Scrip- 
tures and quoted in the Christian Sci- 
ence text-book, and then let us carry 
them to their logical conclusions. 


Take, for example, the detinition of 
ud given by .lesus to the Samaritan 


woman when He said "IJod is Spirit.'1 
What must be one of the inevitable con- 
clusions in regard to tho esential na- 
ture of man which is drawn irom this 
definition?

is, must be complete, happy, wholesome 
and healthy. 
He cannot deny his pa- 


rentage nor bring discredit upon his an- 
cestry. 
II'' must bo eternal and inde- 


structible now. this ideal man, the son 
of Cod. 


What Is Han? 


Perhaps in no particular d"es Chris- 


tian Science differ more from tlie gener- 
ally accepted doctrines of religion than 
in the essential nature of man. Prevail- 
ing theories and doctrines hale a. man 
before a supposed bur of injustice and 
condemn him before he has been heard. 
Contrary to the practice of the law 
throughout, the centuries, be is consid- 
ered guilty until he can prove himself 
innocent. 
Commonly accepted theology 


lias assumed that without any choice 
ipon his part man has been born a sin- 
ner, has inherited evil propensities, ten- 
dencies ant! idiosyncrasies, which invite 
disaster, and that his chance of being 
saved from this inherent evil is com- 
paratively slight. 


The commonly accepted theories of 


physiology and anatomy treat man as 
a material body so delicately fashioned 
that the slightest jar in the wrong place 
mav destroy his usefulness and rob him 
of "life. 
If by any chance ho should es- 


cape the consequences of his evil pro- 
pesnities and be saved from sin, ho Is 
almost sure to fall into tho toils of dis- 
ease and become physically disabled. 


Those theories place man's mind in 


the brain and hie HOII! somewhere else 
in thn body, generally in the heart. Hut, 
wherever placed, tho mind and BOU! of 
this miserable sinner are never safe 
from th» assaults of thu accuser. He in 
believed to be the sport of circumstances 
and tho victim of dim-ord. 


Christian Science, comes) to declare man 


aright. It invites him before the bar of 
justice, where his real nature may be 
set 
forth, 
and 
his tormentor? con- 


demned. It furnishes the ovidcneo that 
man, made in tho image and likeness of 
God, 
i» innocent, inherently good, natur- 


ally happy anil of noble purpose. 
It. 


shows that, man is by nature healthy as 
well as good, that Goil in his Mind and 
bis Soul, that his future is assured, fur 
ho is immortal and indestructible like 
his Creator, safe in the. bohom of the. 
Father, abiding under tho shadow of the 
Almighty. 
God Is Love. 


Let us now consider tho definition^ of 


God given by John wh«n ho. said "God 
Is Love." I)o wo carry that definition 
to its logical conclusion? One such con- 
clusion must be the following: If God 
is Love, then we cannot conceive of Him 
as creeling evil. 
Therefore Christian 


Science teaches that God is not the 
author of evil in any. of its forms. He 
did not oreate it, since it could never 
lodgo In His thought for an instant, else 
He were not wholly good and tho Prin- 
ciple governing tho universe wero not, 
wholly reliable. 
Evil has no origin in 


Spirit", no entity nor reality of God's 
making and no eternity, but is always 
a false, concept, assailing tho mind of 
mortal man \mtil such time as its lying 
nature is laid bare and its futile, trans- 
itory pretenses cease to frighten. 
Evil 


has no standing before God. Those who 
dwell "in the secret place of the most 
High" need not fear its empty threats, 
but, assorting their divine rights, may 
rise, in the words of the Apostle Paul, 
"in the unity of the. faith, and of the 
knowledge of tho Son of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ." 


Thore is much comfort to struggling 


humanity in the conviction that God 
does not authorize the miseries of our 
earthly experience. 
This conviction is 


the first step toward the. realization that 
these very miseries, lacking divine sanc- 
tion, cannot have any real entity or 
existence, and must perforce Iiavo a fie 
titious origin and an unreal nature. 


At this point the question naturally 


presents itself, if evil is not of God's 
creation, then what is it, and what is 
its origin? The essential nature of evil 
has proved a puzzle to mankind at large, 
and yet many centuries ago it was laid 
bare by tho Founder of the Christian 
religion when he said of personified evil 
that he was "a liar and the father of 
it." 
Mrs. Eddy, following the fparhings 


of Jesus, hns described evil in so many 
words as inherent!}' a falsity, a mistake, 
an illusion and a delusion about some- 
thing true. 
She 1ms given the general 


name of error to evil in all it.s forms 
and thereby uncovered its essential na- 
ture to human apprehension. 
Evil, no 


matter what may be its pretense to 
power, no matter how threatening it 
may seem to mortal sense, it* never real 
in the presence of Truth, hns no entity, 
no actuality, is never the cause of any- 
thing true, has no real origin. 
When 


confronted with Truth it vanishes like 
negative darkness 
before 
(.lie positive 


light. 
In the presence of God the sup- 


positions belief railing 
itself evil be- 


comes a nonentity and so is reduced to 
it.s 
native nothingness. 


Law of God. 


Now God governs the universe includ- 


ing man by law, and since *ind is wholly 
good, His law is good also, and can 
never ultimate in sin. disease, death, 
calamity "or catastrophe. 
If. therefore, 


we floem t < . be confronted by Inwfl pro- 
ducing evil, we are justified in assuming 
that these laws nre not of divine origin, 
have no renlity or entity, nre only pre- 
tenses of la\vH and do not deserve our

Her childhood wns spent under 
the watchful care of a deeply loved 
mother, in a household in which reli- 
gious influences predominated. 
She re- 


reived an education which for the times 
\vas distinctly comprehensive, both re- 
ligious and secular. This education was 
supplemented by lessons from her broth- 
er, n graduate of Dartmouth college nnd 
a promising young lawyer, wlui 


in tile office of Franklin Pierce, after- 
ward president of the United States. 


It was in I860 that her discovery of 


Christian Science took place as the re- 
sult of her sudden recovery from an ac- 
cident. 
For twenty years before that 


flic had been studying the question of 
mental causation for all physical effects, 
but it w.is this Btidden recovery which 
acted as a sign, showing her the way to 
the_ true healing as spiritual—as both 
Christum and scientific. 
She searched 


the Scriptures, taking the Bible as her 
only text-book, and finally, in 187f>. pub- 
lished the Christian Science text-bonk, 
"Science and Health with rp>y to the 
Scriptures.''

It 
means tho reflection of Truth to tho 
sufferer, I.bo recognition and realization 
rif the only true God, and nf man's true 
nature as made In tho image and like- 


'Hs of God. Nothing short of the truth, 


tlio whole truth nnd nothing but, tho 
truth will satisfy the demands of Chris- 
tian Science. Not a truth to which the 
physical nouses need subscribe, but the 
truth which must he spiritually dis- 
cerned, which is established now, as it 
nlwnys has been and always will be. 
Against this trutli nothing can pre- 
vail. 


The nnswer to the question, What is

prayer scientifically understood and ap- 
plied, mankind can possess itself of all 
(tod's blessings—of health, happiness 
and an increasing measure of sinlincss, 
but only when mankind complies with 
God's laws. 
This prayer must not he addressed to 


n fnlse god, must not be colored by the 
assumption that Clod is like a human 
being; that lie is a dispenser of evil 
as well aa good, given to sudden re- 
versals and to repentance, meting out 
rewards and punishments like a human 
sovereign. 
Prayer which attempts to 


change God from Hifl purpose, to givo 
Him information about. His own crea- 
tion, to induce Him to do what Ho has 
not already done—such prayer must re 
main unanswered, because addressed to 
a false god; indeed, to an impossible 
god. 
.N'or is such prayer sanctioned by 


The great Master gave us The Lord's 


Prayer. 
MI- also gave the following pro- 


foundly metaphysical advice concerning 
prayer'- "What things soever ye desire 
when ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them, and ye. shall have them" (.Mark 


Mrs. Kddy thus defines prayer in the 


opening words of "Science and Health": 


"The prayer that reforms the sinner 


and heals the flick in an absolute faith 
that nil things are possible to God—a 
spiritual understanding of Him, an un- 
selfed love."

This absolute, faith, or spiritual un- 


derstanding, although producing phys- 
ical I.B well as mental and moral re- 
sults, cannot be based on the testimony 
of physical sense, hut, must find its sat- 
isfaction in the things which are not 
seen. 
It entails a cultivation of right 


thinking and of spiritual perception; no 
haphazard, blind belief will bring the 
answer to our prayer, but a knowing, or 
science of Gnd is 1he indispensable fonn 
dntinn for successful prayer. 
To pray 


with this 
understanding 
is to p'raj 


aright. This is the effectual prayer, the 
"prayer of faith" which Jcsu» assures us 


'shall save the sick" as well as reform 
he sinner 


Material Methods. 


Now. 
in contradistinction 
to 
this 


lethod of healing thu sick by spiritual 
neans what can we Hay of the prevailing 
nethod? How does it compare with the 
xample set by Jesus, his disciples and 
tpostles and by the early Christians for 
ome three, or four hundred years after 
he crucifixion? 


Tho prevailing method of healing the 


.ick treats a man as n material meehan- 
sm, ami not as a thinking being, gov- 
rned by God.

The history of thepe experiments, from 
he earlist times to the present day, 
should make thoughtful man nnd woman 
muse. 
Christian Scientists yield to no 


'lie in giving due credit to the good men 
n all a^es who have devoted ttieir lives 
n an endeavor to heal the sick by ma- 
terial mean?. They honor their motive 
vhile disagreeing with their methods, 
'iut every thinker should recognir.e thnt 
,he practice of material medicine has 
'ailed to disclose the true cause of din- 
l:iRe. 
The 
effects of disease on the 


physique arc apparent, but the attempt 


find the cause in matter has failed 


Vir tho simple reason that the cause 19 
not material, but mentnl. 


Every iraterinl substance on the earth 


or under the earth has, nt one time or 
another, been ground up in mortars and 
administered as medicine, in pellets or 


powders. 
There hns been n multi- 


ilicity of schools. There have been dia- 
metrically opposite ways of treating the 
name disease. 
No profession has expe- 


rienced such 
violent 
changes as that 


which attempts 
to 
henl by material 


nennH; no text-books become so quickly 
antiquated as those which denl with 
these same remedies; and all this be* 
•auso the attempt has been pcrnistcntly 
mado to treat man as a material organ- 
ism instead of a thinking being. It is 
not too much to sny that, in spite of the 
arduous labors of millions of devoted 
men spread over thousands of years nnd 
applied literally to billions of eases, the 
attempt to find the truo cause of disease

MUST GIVE 


Private Concerns Required 


to Pay Pee Under the 


New Laws. 


PAY 
LICENSE 
FEE 


In orde' to put all private detective 


agencies under state control a new 
statute printed in the volume just is- 
sued from the office of the secretary of 
»tate, provides that each of them must 
pay a. license tec of $100 and give bonds 
of $2,000 to fix some financial responsi- 
bility to their acts. 
* 


This statute has an emergency clause 


and is. effectible at once and Uity Attor- 
ney Harry Hogan is making prepara- 
tions to see that it is enforced. Where 
there is a tirm or corporation engaged in 
the business the license fee is $150 and 
this covers a period of five years. 


Applications must be made to the 


secretary of state and applicants must 
obtain the signatures of live freeholders 
before they can obtain licenses. All of 
this money goes to the state treasury. 
There are in Fort Wayne a half dozen 
or more agencies that will be affected 
nnd tho police department has in charge 
the enforcement of the law. Badges 
ivill be.supplied designating the licensed 
officer as private detectives and these 
must be worn at all times and displayed 
v.'hen requested.

Within Its Rights.

Democratic Leader Underwood, framer 


of the 
new tariff bill, contends the 


United States is entirely within its 
rights in the provisions of 
the bill 


against which foreign nations have pro- 
tested. 
The clause which would grant 


a 5 per cent tariff preference on goods 
imported in American 'vessels, and which 
has caused protests from a number of 
nations, Mr. Underwood says is to en- 
courage the building of American ships 
and lie believes, it violates no treaty. 
The French protest is against the .pro- 
vision that foreign manufacturers and 
exporters shall submit their hooks to 
United States agents when demanded. 
This clause, Mr. Underwood ' declares, 
docs not mean that the United States is 
going to \\'v to learn the secrets of for- 
eign manufacturers as it will be used 
only in cases where there is reason to 
suspect that goods have been under- 
valued.

MOSQUITO PEST 


Texas Man Says That Bats 


Are Eager Devourers 


of "Skeeters." 


BUILD 
BAT 
ROOSTS 


Austin, Tex., April 28.—Dr. Charles 


A. H. Campbell of San Antonio i» what 
might be termed a hatolngint. 
Several 


yeas ago his observation of bats as in- 
sert drNtroyers suggested to him that 
they might he put to practical use In ' 
dustro3'ing mosquitoes, 
A series of ex- 


periments convinced him, and also oth- 
ers. 


He is now planning to make, under 


thn auspices of the Louisiana authori- 
ties, tents in tho mosquito districts of 
that state nimilnr to those hn has made 
successfully in the vicinity of San An- 
tonio. 
Dr. Campbell had a conference 


with Governor Hall of Louisiana on 
the subject, and the mosquito commis- 
sion recently created by tho Louisiana 
legislature will come to San Antonio 
and inspect thn method of operation. 


The so-called day mosquitoes in the 


south are known to be non-infectious, 
while Hie mosqultoaa that fly by night 
carry malaria and otiier fever germs. 
Bats do all their (lying by night, and the 
moHquitoes they feed upon are tho ones 
which breed sickness. 


Dr. (.'ampbell began his experiments 


•ibout ilve years ago in tho Mitchell's 
Lake district, near San Antonio, which 
was infested at that tlmo with hordes 
of the little insects. 
Tie erected hat 


roosts and stocked them. 
Tn a short 


time tho decrease of mosquitoes in that 
locality began to be noticeable, and 
finally they 
were 
completely eradi- 


cated. 


Tlie main bat roost Is on the shore 


of the lake, ten miles south of town. 
Thn roost is set on four posts about 
ten feet high. 
Tho structure itself is 


about twenty feet high, pyramidal in 
form, twelve feet square at tho base, 
and six feet at the apex. 
The •wall: 


are sUttcl so as to permit the free 
entrance and exit of the bats. Thn in- 
terior is fitted with wire netting, in 
which tho animals hang. 


Dr. Campbell has found that one hat 


will get away with about 2W mosquitoes 
in a night. As the roost accommodates 
l.DOO.DOti bats, it means a total of ap- 
proximately 
260,000,1100 
mosquitoes 


nightly, 


Hi 
v»ide» their use RS mosquito exter- 


minators, the ball urn of great t^-gionic 
value in other respects, according to Dr. 
Campbell. They prey upon many noc- 
turnal insects that are not only n men- 
ace to tho health of humans, but are 
destroyers of crops. 


Tho'rooots which Dr. Campbell has in 


operation were stocked by bats collect- 
ed from caves and old building* around 
San Antonio. All throughout nouthwest 
Texas, particularly in tho hilly country, 
there nre caves inhabited by bats; and 
wherever one of these rendezvous is sit- 
uated if. is noticeable that the territory 
iround is free of mosquitoes. 


Dr. Campbell several ycs.rs ago ob- 


served that in some of tho old lofts and 
inocrupied 
buildings 
in Sun Antonio, 


which wure used as roosts by bats, there 
was nn absence of mosquitoes, and that 
thn people living around thoro were ex- 
nipt from malaria and other fevers. 
On a farm home about five miles west of 
town was a wooden tank filled with 
water by a windmill, and also a stor- 
age tank from which the land was Irri- 
gated. 
Unth being open, thoy were 


ideal breeding grounds for mosquitoes, 
but r.ot one could be found in the neigh- 
borhood. The upper part of an old barn 
nn the place was a roost for great num- 
bers of hats a.nd there were no mos- 
quitoes around.

FEVER HELPFUL 


SAYS 


Declares It Destroys Tox- 


ines During Certain 


Diseases. 


SERUM FOR TYPHOID 


Philadelphia, April 28.—That fever in 


itself is beneficial in destroying the tox- 
in* produced during infectious disease* 
was stated here today tp- Dr. Viotor C. 
Vaughan, professor of Jiygiene of tho 
University of Michigan, who attended 
the sessions of the American Philosoph- 
ical society. He said: 


"It has been shown experimentally 


that fever is due to the digestion of 
protein in tho blood and in tho tissues. 
Bacteria are living proteins. 
They get 


into the body and grow, converting the 
proteins of man's body into bacterial 
poisons. 
After a period of incubation 


tho cells of tho body pour out a fer- 
ment which digests and destroys the 
bacteria. In thi» ; process fever origin- 
ates. 


"Fever is an attempt on the part of 


nature to destroy the invading organ- 
ism. 
However, nature may overdo the 


mattrr, for when the foreign proteins 
multiply too rapidly the exertion ex- 
pended in trying to dissolve them would 
rnusp too (jrcut n rise in temperature 


nd ultimately spell death for the vic- 


tim. 


"Fever 
per 
so 
becomes 
dangerous 


when it goes above 101 degrees. 
Any 


kind of fever, acute, fatal, intermittent, 
remittent or continued may be induced 
in animals by repeated injections of 
properly graduated doses of foreign pro- 
tein." 


Dr. It. P. Ravonal of tho University 


of Wisconsin said that serum can con- 
trol typhoid. 
Ho gave statistic! to 


show that vaccination against typhoid 
had proved just as beneficial as vaccina- 
tion against fimullpox. 


Dr. Clarence E. McClung of the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania read a paper 
on tho "Nature of Sex and the Method 
of Its Determination." 


He said: 
"It was thought for a long time that 


sex "was not exactly the same in nature 
as other qualities, and that it was de- 
termined by external conditions, but ex- 
act studies of the nature of germ cells 
have shown that in the constitution the 
sex characters are present as a part of 
tho organisation and are not influenced 
by external conditions or environment 
in any other way than are tho other 
characteristics of the body."
